Ijust found out that Miley Cyrus used to live right around the corner from me. Like. Right. Around. 
The Corner. Of course, she wasn’t Miley Cyrus then. Well, I mean, she was Miley Cyrus, but only in 
name. She wasn’t THE Miley Cyrus, 16-year-old international pop sensation and gravy train for 
umpteen movie, TV and record execs. 

I didn’t even know that Miley had lived in Canada before I started my research for our interview. 
(I’m old.) But it turns out she spent four of her most formative years in Toronto — from eight to 12 
— while her dad, Billy Ray Cyrus, was working on a TV show here. 

And she lived in The Beach, about a five-minute walk from where I was renting an apartment at 
the time. We may have passed each other on the boardwalk, or sat across from each other at Lick’s, 
her favourite burger joint (“I miss it so much”), which was just up the street from her house. 

What really strikes me about this image — of me and Miley jostling each other over the Lick’s 
ketchup dispenser — is how tiny she would have been, and how little she would have looked like 
THE Miley Cyrus. It was only about four years ago, I haven’t changed much since then. I look pretty 
much the same, have the same job, many of the same friends, go to the same gym, eat the same brand 
of lentil soup. But in that short time Miley has been transported through the looking glass. 

She’s so pervasive in pop culture that it’s hard to believe we hadn't even heard of Miley three years 
ago, when Hannah Montana made its debut. But that’s the way it is with child stars. They change so 
fast it’s impossible for them to have consistent, leisurely careers — they’re simply not the same person 
five years on. Look at Dakota Fanning, an adorable little sprite who suddenly looks like a supermodel. 

How will Miley transform over the next few years? Read “Country Time,” page 38, to find out how 
she’s hoping it all turns out. 

Kristen Stewart’s been through the whole child star thing. But she did it in such a different way.

eorgina Reilly would love to live in the dank old 

church where her creepy horror film Pontypool was 

shot last year. And ifthere’s still some fake blood 

caked on floor she says “that would be amazing.” 

That church — which closed its doors in 2006 

and was sold to condo developers before it was 

chosen as Pontypool’s one and only location — is just steps from 

Reilly’s home in Toronto’s Junction neighbourhood. “Icould see the 

church steeple from my apartment. It was like a three-second walk 
down the block,” says the 23-year-old. 

The really funny thing is that, long before Reilly had even heard 
of director Bruce McDonald’s indie pic about a radio station shock 
jock (Stephen McHattie), his producer (Lisa Houle) and another 
staffer (Reilly) trapped inside their church-basement studio while a 
virus turns everyone outside into bloodthirsty automatons, she had 
taken atour ofthat very church.

So that 
got me very interested.” 

“The passion involved all comes from Zack,” says Morgan. “He’s the cog that started 
the whole deal. No one else could’ve done this movie.” 

Or convinced Warner Bros. to spend more than $100-million on a comic that, outside 
of geek circles, is largely unknown. 

Despite the pressure to produce 2009’s first blockbuster, Snyder says, “My wife’s a 
producer and all these actors are just now my friends.... For me, it’s a boutique-y affair. 
It’s not about making a giant movie that conquers the world. 1 don’t feel that way at all.” 

As is demonstrated by his casting choices. Although Jude Law, Joaquin Phoenix and 
Keanu Reeves, among others, have been linked to Watchmen at various points, Snyder 
says his chief concern was to hire actors suited to the story. 

“For a director, the last thing I want to do is tell the actor, ‘Dan would never do this.’

Adapted from the groundbreaking 1986 series of 12 comic books 
by Alan Moore and Dave Gibbons — which was later reprinted as a 
collection and named one of the 100 best novels of the 20th century by 
Time — Watchmen imagines what the world would be like if super- 
heroes had actually existed since the 1940s. The alternate history it 
presents is warped in surreal ways: President Richard Nixon, for 
example, is serving a fourth term (the movie, like the novel, is set in the 
1980s); America won the Vietnam war; and the world is on the brink of 
nuclear doomsday, thanks to the tensions between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union, which are at an all-time high. 

Although now outlawed, a former team of costumed do-gooders 
known as the Watchmen are reunited by the murder of one of their 
own — The Comedian (Jeffrey Dean Morgan), a sociopath with links 
to the CIA. 

Determined to unravel the mystery behind the killing are a group 
of superheroes who, each in their own way, manage to deconstruct 
and subvert comic-book mythology. 

There’s the vigilante Rorschach (Jackie Earle Haley), named for the 
inkblot mask he wears. Nite Owl (Patrick Wilson), a Batman-like 
crusader, has gotten fat in retirement. Ozymandias (Matthew Goode), 
the self-proclaimed smartest man in the world, is a celebrity and 
business mogul, producing action figures of himself. Silk Spectre 
(Malin Akerman) struggles to live up to the legacy of her mother, the 
first Silk Spectre (Gugino), who was part of the earlier generation’s 
superhero team, the Minute Men. And lastly, there is Dr. Manhattan

(Billy Crudup), a scientist who, after a terrible accident, has been 
reconstituted into a superbeing who has grown detached from 
humanity. Oh, he’s also blue, luminescent and naked. 

Despite the obvious technical hurdles, Crudup says the mechanics 
of creating his CGI character were secondary to understanding the 
god-like Manhattan. 

“How does it feel to be someone who is eviscerated by a particle 
accelerator,” muses Crudup. “I don’t have a template for that. At the 
same time, the material is not so black and white that I can use my 
imagination to say, ‘Here’s my idea of a hero or a villain.’ He’s a very 
complicated entity and how he sees things is totally remote to me.” 

For Wilson — best known as the handsome, unhappily married 
philanderer in Little Children, the movie that also marked the in- 
credible comeback of his Watchmen co-star Haley — the role of 
Dan Dreiberg, a.k.a. Nite Owl, meant that, unlike most actors who 
have to build washboard abs prior to playing a crime-fighter, he 
actually had to get flabby. 

“I think of him as a linebacker who’s gone soft,” Wilson says. “He’s 
a big guy, sort of barrel-chested, but it’s more how he holds himself. 
He feels heavy. I was never told to gain weight. [But] I probably put 
on about 20 pounds.” 

Behind the camera is director Zack Snyder, still white-hot after the 
success of 2007’s 300. An avowed fan of the book, since signing on to 
the project (which has been in some stage of production since the 
late 1980s), Snyder has pushed the movie closer to its dark, violent, 
sexually graphic origins.

Much as we hate to admit it, you can thank 
a bunch of lawyers that you can even watch 
Watchmen this month. Then again, they 
were also the reason you almost couldn't. 

For a while, there was a very good chance 
that this movie rumoured to cost well over 
$100-million (U.S.) would never see the 
light of day due to arights battle between 
Warner Bros., which made it, and Fox Studios, 
which once owned the rights and claim it 
never gave them up. So Fox sued to block the 
movie’s release (which if successful 
would have sent Watchmen fans into a 
collective tizzy). 

The settlement — which was hammered 
out less than two months before the film’s 
opening date — allowed Warner to release 
the film under its logo alone, but the studio 
does have to pay Fox millions in cash anda 
percentage of the film’s worldwide revenue. 


You don’t want to do that. You want them to be your partner. That’s the best-case scenario,” 
he explains. “Jackie sent me a DVD [of himself as Rorschach] that was so cool that, even 
though we were talking about a bunch of other actors for it, when I saw it, I thought, 
‘Okay, that’s done.” 

Haley’s Rorschach is arguably the fan favourite of the strange superhero lot, referencing 
such pulp heroes as The Shadow, The Question and The Spirit. Although he’s a cult icon 
—Jude Law even has a Rorschach tattoo — he’s nonetheless a brutal figure feared by the 
underworld, often acting as judge, jury and executioner. 

“I didn’t think about trying to get people to like this guy,” says Haley. “I think that job 
was done in the book. But at the same time you have to embody it. Ineed to make sense 
of it in my head. In my head, I can justify everything this guy is doing. Who Rorschach 
is, is because of his upbringing. He was basically victimized by his mom.... 

“And Rorschach — in his twisted, messed-up way — started to realize people are not 
what they say, they are what they do,” continues Haley. “They are their behaviour. So 
his sense of justice has become very black and white. When he’s going out to get infor- 
mation and hurting people, it’s okay because they’re guilty by association.... [But] the 
people he saves don’t like him. The police don’t like him. And, worst of all, his teammates 
don’t like him.” 

Haley admits there were times during the Vancouver shoot when he couldn’t shake 
the character. “It’s not that I couldn’t go to sleep,” he says, “but while I was going to 
sleep, I would think, ‘Don’t go there.’ It was a little disturbing, and playing Rorschach did 
sit with me more than characters usually do.” 

Demented vigilantes? Naked superbeings? Sedentary caped crusaders? If it sounds 
bizarre, that’s part of Watchmen’s appeal, Snyder believes. “The best movies have a point 
of view. It’s not that you couldn’t have thought of it, but you just don’t think that way. 
It’s like that with [Quentin] Tarantino movies — his point of view is so particular in how 
he sees the world. Watchmen does that.” Π

In the case of Stewart’s Em, it’s an awful 
father and stepmother and an affair with an 
older, untrustworthy musician. And, of course, 
there’s pressure on Em to relieve Eisenberg’s 
pothead James of his virginity. 

“Em’s sort of like a little, beat-up puppy.... 
But maybe more like a kitten, because she’s 
defiant, she’s not broken,” says Stewart. “Oth- 
erwise, she’s just Jesse Eisenberg’s little love 
interest, I suppose. She works at the park that 
he begins work at, and they sort of go through this summer together.” 

Em sounds tailor-made for an actor who famously wrestled with 
Twilight director Catherine Hardwicke over Bella’s hokier lines of 
dialogue. And who, when she was a kid, acted too independently to 
get jobs on highly controlled, cookie-cutter Disney shows. 

That’s just how little Kristen was, and while she wasn’t about to 
change herself to further her acting career, it made her early efforts 
frustrating to the point where she was about to give up. 

“I was still nine when I got my first job,” a role in the indie film 
The Safety of Objects, Stewart recalls. “But I was almost done with it 
because I’d been doing auditions for a year and I figured nothing was 
going to happen. That was along time to give it acrack. But had some 
really good auditions and they felt great, so that’s what kept me going.” 

She also had the support of two show-business veterans at home; 
dad John is a stage manager for Fox Studios and her Australian-born 


mother, Jules Mann-Stewart, did script continuity. (Mann-Stewart 
has written, and is preparing to direct, one of those movies her 
daughter hopes to get off the ground now, a prison drama in which 
Kristen would play a transsexual). She still lives with her parents and 
has been dating fellow actor Michael Angarano (The Forbidden Kingdom) 
for several years now. 

Good film jobs have come steadily since Stewart got that first gig. 
Her second role was a high-profile one as Jodie Foster’s daughter in 
Panic Room, and after that she laid a sturdy career foundation of chil- 
dren’s movies (Catch that Kid, Zathura), fright flicks (Cold Creek Manor, 
The Messengers) and credibility-building indie dramas (Undertow, 
Fierce People, Into the Wild). 

She knew nothing about Stephenie Meyer’s wildly popular series 
of vampire novels until she was approached to be in Twilight while on 
the Pittsburgh set of Adventureland. 

“I frequent used book stores,” Stewart says with a shrug. “So I 
never saw the big signs for Twilight, and it was through the movie 
that I became aware of it.” 

Despite her wised-up attitude and mile-wide, so-not-in-the- 
mainstream streak, Stewart seems to have genuinely fallen in love 
with Bella. She obsessed with Twilight co-star Robert Pattinson about 
Bella and her conflicted lover Edward’s every motivation. Stewart 
got so emotionally involved that, for her own mental good, she refused 
to read the second book in Meyer’s series, New Moon, until the 
movie’s sequel got underway. It’s slated for release in November.

“I had to live this for three months,” Stewart says with evident 
sincerity. “And even after that, I wasn’t ready to walk away from it.I 
needed to really take a breath. I knew, at the end of that movie, that 
if I started the second book I’d be paralyzed; I’d be like, ‘Okay, when 
do we get to start making the second one?’

“Until they told me they were ready to make the second one, I 
couldn’t start work on it.

The pantheon of movie monsters. 
Fifty years ago children would drop a quarter 
to spend a Saturday afternoon sitting in the dark 
watching these creatures destroy the Earth 
(actually Tokyo). Twenty-first century kids are 
too sophisticated to be frightened by guys in 
rubber suits pretending to be monsters, but the 

fun of watching them trash the world, well, that never gets old. 
That’s the feeling directors Rob Letterman and Conrad Vernon 
were after when they came up with the idea for Monsters vs. Aliens, 
their animated 3D pic that pits a team of monsters against alien 

robots sent to Earth by a mad space invader. 
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“I just wanted to have total fun with those classic movies because 
from our vantage point those movies are hard to take seriously now,” 
says co-director Rob Letterman on the line from L.A., where he and 
his cast have assembled to talk about Monsters vs. Aliens. “I mean, I 
look at the Godzilla films and1I find them hysterically funny, and they 
were meant to scare people.” 

So if you’re going to re-imagine a ’50s creature feature as a comedy 
aimed at kids of all ages, you’d better call on some very funny guys 
to do the heavy lifting. Letterman scored such an A-list. 

There’s Seth Rogen as mindless, gelatinous blob B.O.B., Will Arnett 
is the party-hearty, half-fish/half-ape Missing Link, Hugh Laurie stars 
as the brainy scientist Dr. Cockroach (who sports a Cockroach’s 
noggin), and let’s not forget Rainn Wilson as the evil alien Gallaxhar 


and Steven Colbert as the President of United States. Sandwiched 
in there is Oscar-winner Reese Witherspoon as the lone female 
monster, Ginormica. 

Getting the likes of Rogen and Arnett to sign on wasn’t that difficult 
when the stars got a taste of who’d they’d be playing. 

“I thought it was really funny. I don’t take it personally, I under- 
stand, I get it,” says Rogen on being cast as a brainless blob. “I’ve been 
toldI don’t have a whole brain in the past, so yeah, I felt very at home. 

“Actually,” continues Rogen, “I looked forward to coming in and 
doing B.O.B. because I felt like I had a lot of funny ideas that I could 
share with Rob and Conrad.” 

“I wish I could say that it was a real departure for me to inhabit

The 30-year-old actor — who’s presently earning 
kudos for his turn as the brilliant skeptic Peter Bishop 
on the hit sci-fi series Fringe, and who, off screen, is 

happily in love with fellow actor Diane Kruger — plays a dying man 
in writer/director Michael McGowan’s indie drama One Week. 

The Canadian flick casts Vancouver native Jackson as middle school 
teacher Ben Tyler, who, after learning he has terminal cancer, leaves his 
fiancée (Liane Balaban) and sets out on a motorcycle road trip across 
Canada, travelling from Toronto to Tofino, B.C., in search of inner peace. 

While on a break from shooting Fringe, Jackson made a trip to 
Toronto to talk about making One Week, and what it was like to playa 
dying man, ride across the Prairies and touch the Stanley Cup. 


One Week asks the question, “What would you do if 
you knew you had only a few months to live?” 
What would you do in that situation? 

“Honestly, almost two years after making the film, I don’t know. 
Part of me feels like I’d attack the doctor if they told me. I’m happy and 
I’m in love, and I’d love to believe I’d spend my last year being in love 
with Diane, but who knows? Who knows if there’s some deeply buried 
thing that would pop out in a flash and say, ‘But you always wanted 
to do...this.’ It’s an impossible scenario to be confronted with.” 


Tell us about playing a man who is incredibly passive, 
who isn’t in touch with his emotions whatsoever. 

“He’s learning to live life presently, that’s not an easy thing to do, 
but I think the crisis of Ben’s life is not cancer. The crisis of Ben’s life is 
that he’s not actually living. He’s fallen into a trap that everybody 
falls into for some portion of their life, that he’s living a life that looks 
good to other people. It’s like getting married is the right thing to do 
because your parents will be happy and because you feel like you’ve 
strung this girl along for too long. You have a job that’s not really 
satisfying, but it looks good. He has one of those ‘on paper’ lives, 
which is no kind of life.” 


You shot the film in sequence, travelling from Ontario to B.C. 
Did you have a favourite location, a place you fell in love with? 

“I was caught most off guard by the Prairies, just how beautiful the 
Prairies were. I grew up in a mountainous place so there’s always a 
reference for how far away things are, but the Prairies literally goes on 
as far as the eye can see in every direction and there is not a bump. So to 
be in place that is not on a human scale I can understand is humbling 
and awe-inspiring.”

actually, finally, come to the realization I was never going to play pro 
hockey [laughs].

One Week has a lot of scenes where your face is shown 
while a narrator speaks. I would think that requires 
a different sort of acting. 

“You do know there’ll be some sort of editorializing about what is 
going on, although it’s not my voice, but this omnipotent voice that’s 
more conscious than Ben is of what is actually going through Ben’s 
mind at that moment. But that wasn’t too constraining, and I didn’t 
feel the need to sell the story.” 


It made me think of Rushmore, which uses voiceover so well. 

“Rushmore is the pinnacle of that type of film, the very tippy top. To 
me, that is by far Wes Anderson’s best movie, and he’s made other 
movies I love, but that one...there’s a sort of alchemy that goes into 
filmmaking because that same man, with the same group of inspired, 
creative people around him will never quite get back to whatever the 
thing was that is Rushmore, and that’s why filmmaking is frustrating, 
but also so beautiful.” 


: So do you believe filmmakers and artists make their best work 
when they are young and inspired? 

“People say that all the time, but I really don’t think that’s the case. 
There are a lot of people who have this burning creativity earlier in 
their life, but I actually think you become a richer storyteller the 
older you get. I would say the majority of really good filmmakers 
have to do it several times. I’m not of the opinion that you have your 
moments, and then you are done, like Kurt Cobain.” 


So where do you feel you're at, in regards to your 
career trajectory? 

“I feel like Iam just now getting into the best portion of my career. 
For the first time in my life I’m a man. I’m well through the early 20s, 
I’m past the mid-20s blahs, it takes a couple of years to grow up — and 
I say this now and then I’m going to go and do something really 
stupid [laughs] — but I’m not mixed up. Well no, I'm mixed up in the 
30-year-old way, not the 25-year-old way.” @

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We wake up Miley Cyrus to talk about 
chilling out in Tennessee for Hannah Montana: 
The Movie, what she misses most about living

| | yo: on a Tuesday morning, and Miley Cyrus 
is still in bed, rolling around with her dog Loco. 


Or “dawg” as the 16-year-old says in her Southern drawl. 

“He’s a shitsu, but he looks like an Ewok,” Cyrus coos over the phone 
from L.A. “He’s the funniest looking dog ofall history, but I love him.” 

Cyrus can be forgiven for sleeping in on a weekday. She’s been a 
busy girl. On April 10th she’ll release the big-screen spinoff of her 
hugely popular TV series, Hannah Montana, in which — with the 
help of a big, blond wig — her character Miley Stewart lives a second 
life as the pop star Hannah Montana. 

Largely inspired by Cyrus’s own life, the movie has Miley Stewart 
travelling back to her birthplace of Crowley Corners, Tennessee, just 
outside Nashville — where the real Miley Cyrus was born — to get 
her feet back on the ground. 

“She’s supposed to be a celebrity and a normal girl but she’s kind 
of forgetting the normal girl part and only realizing the diva lifestyle 
and her dad has had enough of it — caring more about doing the 
covers of magazines and performing and private planes than actually

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caring about her family and her friends,” explains Cyrus, her earthy 
voice making her seem much oldér than 16 

One particular shouting match With Tyra Banks (played by 
Tyra Banks) in a shoe store is the last straw. “Yes, there’s a shoe 
fight,” confirms Cyrus, a bit sheepishly. So Miley’s dad — played 
by her real-life dad, actor-singer Billy Ray Cyrus — tells her she’s 
going to New York City but actually sends her home to Tennessee. 
Once there, she rides horses, goes to country fairs, hangs out with 
cute cowboys and does all the things that help a big-city gal get 
back in touch with what’s important. 

But wait a minute. If this movie is drawing on Cyrus’s real life, 
why isn’t she going to Toronto to get her feet back on the ground? 
Cyrus spent four of her most formative years — from age eight 
to 12 — in T.O. while her dad was filming the TV series Doc in 
Kleinberg, Ontario. And those were the years right before Miley got 
her big break with Hannah Montana, so it seems only fitting, no?

For two and a half years Miley Cyrus took acting classes at 
Toronto’s Armstrong Acting Studio, run by Dean Armstrong. 
An actor himself, Armstrong worked with Miley’s dad, 

Billy Ray Cyrus, on the TV show Doc. One day in the spring of 
2003, Billy Ray invited Miley's entire acting class to come to 
the set and see how areal TV show works. That’s Billy Ray in 
the lab coat, and an 10-year-old Miley next to him, atop 
Armstrong’s shoulders. Miley actually made her television 
debut on Doc, appearing in two episodes, as two

line is calling from her old hometown. “Just for the shopping, first of 


all. I loved living there with all the shopping and the cool clothes. You 
guys are so much more ahead than we are.” 

Seriously? The shopping is better in Toronto than L.A.? 

“So much better,” insists Cyrus. “Over the Rainbow is, like, my 
favourite store,” she says of the jeans boutique in the city’s upscale 
Yorkville neighbourhood. “It’s so cute.” 

And therein lies the problem, says Cyrus. Aside from the fact that 
her producers “love the Southern vibe” that Tennessee provides, she 
says Toronto is the last place she would be able to chill out. 

“I don’t know if! could get my feet back on the ground in Toronto,” she 
says, laughing, “because, for me, that was like —I loved doing theatre 
there, and all the shopping, and the malls and that kind of thing.” 

Even our brutal winters wouldn’t be able to ground Miley. “I 
lived in the Beaches, right on [Lake] Ontario,” she recalls, “and I loved 
waking up every morning and seeing the snow covering the sand. I 
thought that was so awesome.” 

In addition to attending plays in Toronto, Cyrus took acting classes at 
the Armstrong Acting Studio where she was the youngest in her class. 
“I’m not sure why, I’ve always related better to older kids,” she says. 
“Actually, the cast from Degrassi was there, and some other cool people 
were in the class with me. They would get me to write monologues 
and that kind of thing, express yourself and be able to show emotions 
through telling stories.” 
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Cyrus still keeps in touch with her acting teacher, Dean Armstrong, 
someone she may need again in a few years when her on-screen 
challenges become a little tougher than playing a polished-up 
version of herself. “I would love to do an indie film, something a little 
bit darker,” she says. “Maybe an action movie. That’s not really my 
thing, I don’t even watch action movies, but I’d like to do it because 
it seems like a challenge.”

The girl who has largely been the property of The Walt Disney 
Company for the past four years says what really turns her on is when 
a little independent movie is picked up by a big studio and becomes 
a huge success. Zach Braff’s Garden State is her favourite example. “I 
love stories like that,” she says. “People just make the film because 
they love it, and something ends up happening where God kind of 
takes it in his hands and makes it happen.” 

Hmm. Maybe she is a Southern girl after all. 

So, if Miley Stewart is based on Miley Cyrus, and this movie’s all 
about Miley Stewart letting her inner diva take over, there must bea 
few diva outbursts Cyrus will cop to. 

“I mean, I’m sure I’ve had moments,” says Cyrus, who has taken 
some flack in the media for spending so much alone time with 
20-year-old underwear model Justin Gaston. “But I couldn’t think of 
something that is really big. I never want to be rude to someone 
because that’s just not the way I’ve been brought up.... I don’t really 
find the reason to act like that because my job, to be honest, is a lot 
easier than most everyone else’s jobs in America. I get hair and 


makeup every morning, and wardrobe, and all that kind of thing. It’s 
pretty glamorous, so I don’t have much to complain about.” 

Even when all the attention and the glamorous wardrobe, or lack 
thereof, gets Miley in trouble she’s not one to complain. Like the sexy 
photo shoot she did — wrapped only in a bed sheet — for Vanity Fair 
photographer Annie Leibovitz. Some thought it was inappropriate 
for a girl her age. 

While Cyrus apologized publicly for disappointing her fans, she 
says the experience did not turn her off of photography, her favourite 
hobby. “No. Definitely not. It made me want to do it more ’cause it’s 
such a creative high,” she says. “It’s awesome.” 

In fact, she says that if— in real life — she could put on a disguise 
and live a second life as a completely different person, with a 
completely different profession, she’d be a photographer. “I’ve always 
loved photography. I got a camera a couple of years ago, a Canon Rebel. 
And I’m starting to work on film was well. I would love to do that.” @
